Nine men weré held at bay by two high- 
waymen in the saloon of Moses Marion, No. 


8S Rush street, last evening. The robbers 


went through the cash register in the saloon, 
seouring $10, and then relieved the. bar- 
keeper, Isaac Kraemer, of a gold watch be- 
longing to his sister, after which they made 
their escape. Just prior to the robbery 
Marion had left the saloon for his home with 
the day’s receipts, amounting to $50. 
Kraemer was standing behind the bar econ- 
versing with eight customers. At 11:30 
o’clock two men burst into the saloon, and 
after closing the door, both drew revolvers 
and leveled them at those in the place. 
Kraemer and the customers hastily complied 
with the order to throw up their hands.

LAST DESPERATE DEVICES OF THE POPOCRATS. 


West Madison street, near Union, early last 
evening, caused a street blockade, tied up 
cable car traffic, and rendered necessary ths 
sending in of a riot call at the Desplaines 
Street Police Station. Chance passers-by 
were bespattered with the missiles used by 
the mob, and the thoroughfare bore evi- 
dences of the trouble long after the crowd 
was dispersed. 

The police, fifteen strong, charged the dis- 
turbers three times before order was re- 
stored. 

Before starting for ‘the Union Depot to see 
Eugene V. Debs 100 Eighteenth Ward Alt- 
geld club members got a bundle of Bryan 
posters from the club headquarters in the 
Haymarket Building in West Madison street 
and attempted to paste them on the outside 
of the windows of the nearby Eighteenth 
Ward Republican club headquarters at No. 
136, thus to obscure the pictures of Mc- 
Kinley, Hobart, and Tanner, and various 
campaign emblems issued by the Repub- 
lican National committee. | 

Meeting with successful resistance from a 
small but determined band of Republicans, 
the Debsites collected across the street from 
the Republican élub headquarters and pelted 
the pictures and their defenders with the 
bad eggs. They seemed to have a whole 
basketful of the unsavory missiles, and did 
not desist until their supply was exhausted. 
Supt. Mahoney of the People’s Gas company 
turned in a riot call at the Desplaines Street 
Police Station, and Capt. Mahoney and fif- 
teen men went to the scene. 

Police Encounter a Mob. 


When the police arrived a mob of 400 or 
500 men and boys blockaded the street and 
obstructed streei car traffic. The Popo- 
cratic marchers were becoming more and 
more excited and insulting and were ap- 
parently preparing to assault the Repub- 
licah meeting place with stones. They 
were dispersed and the streets were cleared, 
but not before the police charged upon them 
three times. They returned to. their head- 
quarters and later marched past the Re- 
publican club on their way to the Union Sta- 
tion, but the presence of the police re- 
etrained them from doing anything more 
objectionable than groaning and--hissing. 

The Eighteenth Ward free silverites had 
assembled to join the Carter Harrison men 
in a demonstration in honor of Eugene 
Debs, who was due to pass through the city 
during the evening. They rendezvoused at 
the club atout 6 p..m. Cigars and other 
things were handed arourd and ther some 
bright fellow suggested it was a burning 
shame to have to pass by the big posters in 
the Republican headquarters declaring the 
opinion of Maj. McKinley upon the relative 
importance of opening the mints and th 
mills and said it was distasteful for him to 
look upon the features of uny of the Repub- 
lican leaders. . 
sentiments, and soon a pian was formed to 
disfigure the Republican meeting place. 

Few Republicans in Sight. 

There are never any meetings at the Re- 
publican headquarters .on Sunday.and the 
big hall is usually wholly deserted. It was 
closed last evening and the silverites thought 
they would be able to paste up a lot of Bryan 
lithographs before their design was detécted.

MAJ. BYRON H. NEWELL’S LIFE ENDS. 


Victim of a Street Car Accident 
Breathes His Last at Chicago 
Policlinie and Hospital. 


Maj. Byron H. Newell, who was injured 
on Saturday morning by falling from a 
Clark street cable car at Oak street, died 
shortly before midnight last evening at the 
Chicago Policlinic and Hospital, where he 
was taken after the accident. Early in 
the evening it was reported that he was 
showing signs of recovery, but not long 
after he began to sink. 

The Major’s skull was fractured during 
the fall, and as he was quite old the fears 
which were at first expressed as to the out- 
come proved to be well founded. The 
police have made an investigation of the 
accident and reported that no one was to 
blame. The Major, it appears, slipped from

He occupied apartments 
At the home of E. J. Adams, No. 328 Dear- 
born avenue, having lived at that place for 
six years, Mr. Adams was the one to notify 
the police of the accident, as they had not 
heard of it through the ordinary channels.

JOHN JACOB ASTOR AS AN ENGINEER. 


He Giwes an Exhibition of Skill and 
Fast Running to Illinois Cen- 
tral Directors. 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 25.—{Special.}—John 
Jacob Astor yesterday demonstrated to a 
party composed of the officers, directors, and 
several of the largest stockholders of the 
Illinois Central railroad that he can run a 
locomotive engine with ease. 


He took possession of the engineer’s side | 


of the cab at Fulton, Ky., after breakfast, 
and did not yield the throttle to the engineer 
until, six hours later, he had brought the 
train to a standstill at Horse Branch, 175 
miles. nearer’ Louisville.

Father and Sister of Five-Year-Old 
Lotsy Kissila Are Locked Up 


Lotsy Kissila, a 5-year-old boy, was shot 
through the heart at his home, No. 101 West 
Sixteenth street, last night. Whether the 
shooting was accidental or otherwise the 
police are in doubt, and two members of the 
child’s family are under arrest pending an 
investigation. The prisoners are Steven Kis- 
sila, the father, and Agnes, the dead child's 
12-year-old sister. 

The police who have the case in hand say 
there was a quarrel in the house prior to the 
death of the boy,*and this has given rise toa 
suspicion that the bullet was fired with mur- 
derous intent and struck the wrong person. 

The chief reason for suspicion, the police 
Say, lies in the fact that the revolver cannot 
be found, and that a married sister of the 
dead child, Mrs. Nicholas, who, it is said, was 
present at the shooting, has disappeared. 
She Is still an object of search on the part of 
the police. Furthermore, it is said, the 

stories of the different persons in the house at 
the time do not agree in all particulars. 

The Kissila family live in a tenement house 
which is occupied by a number of Slavs and 
the police found it a difficult matter to get 
at the facts in the case, It was almost mid- 
night when they were called into the house 


to remove the dead boy to the County 


Morgue. 

They were told the boy had shot himself, 

Patrolman O’Donnell of the Canalport 
Avenue Police Station investigated the mat- 
ter, and he says he could not establish the 
fact as to the number of shots fired; 
saying one and others two. When he looked 
for the revolver it could not be found, and 
this led him to make the arrests. 


The father said he was not a witness of the . 


shooting, but entered after it was over. 


‘The daughter is said, however, to have wit- 
nessed the boy’s death. 


The statement made on behalf of the 
family was that the boy, whileat play, found 
the fatal revolver in a trunk and that the 
weapon was accidentally discharged while 
the youth was examining it.

Omaha, Neb., Oct. 25.—{Special.J—The Re- 
publican statisticians assert that McKinley 
Electors will receive pluralities ranging 
from 10,000 to 18,000. Brad Slaughter, Vice- 
Chairman of the Republican State commit- 
tee, said today he was confident fhat Mc- 
Kinley would carry the State by at elast 
10,000. Slaughter is an old campaigner; his 
figures are regarded as conservative and 
based upon true conditions. Edward Rose- 
water, editor of the Bee, one of the best 
posted politicians in the State, says his re- 
ports are not quite complete, but they indi- 
eate a safe plurality for the . McKinley 
Electors. Senator Thurston says he is con- 
fident of continued Republican supremacy 
in Nebraska, but is not satisfied with the 
figures given and wants the campaign work 
intensified, so that the McKinley vote can 
be raised to a much higher figure. 

There is no apparent let-up in the work 
the. various committees have undertaken. 
The most vigorous campaign in the history 
of the State is being waged. In Omaha old 
party lines have been obliterated. All are 
arrayed on the side of sound money or on 
that of free silver. ; 

A hot campaign is also being waged by 
the silver forces. Senator Allen and Gov. 
Holcomb are leading the opposition. The 
Governor will devote the remainder of the 
campaign to Omaha, stating that his battle 
is won outside of thiscity. The Bryanites 
have hired every hall in town for Monday 
evening, Nov. 2, when Bryan will speak in 
half a dozen places. 

Chairman Dahiman of -the Popocratic 
State committee said today there is not a 
particle of doubt that Bryan will carry Ne- 
braska by at least 15,000.

Cheyenne, Wyo., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—There 
is no longer any doubt Wyoming will cast 
its Electoral vote for McKinley and Hobart, 
but the majority will not be over 1,000. The 
Republican nominee for Congress, F. W. 
Mondell, will be elected by a plurality of 
over 1,500. The same may be said-of H. V. 
S. Groesbeck, the Republican candidate for 
the Supreme bench. These estimates are 
based upon the latest canvass of the State. 
Ever since the campaign opened the Repub- 
licans here gained ground. Many Repub- 
licans who at first were inclined to free coin- 
age of silver and who declared themselves 
for Bryan have returned to the Republican 
party, and the number of sound money Dem- 
ocrats is constantly increasing. 

The Popocrats are much discouraged by 
the failure of their manager to effect a 
fusion with the People’s party in this State. 
Colorado has ‘sent several Bryan speakers 
into the State and Judge Powers of Utah 
has also been making free silver speeches 
aiong the line of the Union Pacific. Numer- 
ous posters and cartoons have been distrib- 
uted over the State by the National Pop- 
ocratic committee. Other campaign liter- 
ature has been sent out, but on the whole 
the Popocrats are making a very weak fight 
in Wyoming.

WASHINGTON LEANS TOWARD SILVER 


Republicans Gaining Ground and the 
Result Will Be Close. 

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans have made substantial gains 
all over the State during the last week and 
there is no longer any doubt that Potter C. 
Sullivan, Republican, will be elected Gov- 
ernor over John R. Rogers, Populist fusion- 
ist, by-a majority of 6,000.

Every indication is now that the end of the 
silver boom has come, and in its place there 
has set in a tide of protection feeling that 
will land California in the ranks of the Re- 
publican States. The fight has been a hard 
one and a peculiar one. The party in this 
State is split up into factions, and these 
factions divide locally, until there are lead- 
ers galore at all points. The result will be 
to increase the vote on the head of the 


ticket. 

The free silver campaign has been by far 
the most active as regards meetings and 
their attendance. The speakers have not 
been so much men of renown in the East, 
for the Popocrats are poor, but local college 
professors are speaking for free coinage, 
and the Popocratic and Populist forces are 
making the best fight possible. Itis now the 
conservative belief that McKinley will carry 
the State by 5,000 plurality. 

The Congressional delegation will be a 
mixed affair. At the present outlook Thomas

REPUBLICANS HAVE HOPE IN TEXAS. 


Populist Vote Is the Uncertain Quanti- 
ty in the Problem. 


Galveston, Tex., Oct. 25.—{Special.]—The 
political situation in Texas is mixed as 
never before, and the doubtful quantity is 
the Populist vote, estimated at 160,000, 
There are five Electoral tickets filed—Re- 
publican, Democratic, National Democratic, 
People’s party, and Prohibition—and_ the 
offiéial ballot is now in the hands of the prin- 
ter. The only fusion is Republican-Populist, 
arranged by leaders, but not generally ac- 
cepted by Populist masses, though McKuin- 
ley sentiment has grown rapidiy with the 
almost certainty of the election of the fusion 
candidate for Governor and a chance for the 
defeat of the balance of the Popocratic State 
ticket. 

It is believed that the bulk of the Populist 
vote will go either to McKinley or to bryan 
and Watson, as the feeling against Sewallis 
most bitter. 

The regular Republican vote is expected 
to be larger by 25 per cent than ever before, 
it having been the custom in former elec- 
tions for many Republicans to vote the 
Popocratic ticket in State elections or not to 
vote at all on account of the hopelessness of 
success. 

In some counties where the negro vote has 
not heretofore shown its full strength 
efforts will be made by Republicans and 
sound money Democrats to have every vote 
count in the interest of both the national 
and Congressional tickets. Fully 50,000 
Democrats will not vote for Bryan. 
Dallas and Houston returns show a heavy 
falling off in districts where sound money 
Democratic sentiment is strong, while in 
San Antonio and Galveston, where sound 
money Democrats are outspoken for Mc- 
Kinley and Republican candidates for Con- 
gress, registration is heavy.

WEST VIRGINIA GOOD FOR 11,000. 
Every Indication Points to Victory of 
McKinley Electors. 
Charleston, W. Va., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
The Republican State committee confidently 
claims the State by from 15,00@ to 20,000, 
which is based upon a recently complcted 
poll of the State. The claim, however, is 
made for the benefit of the public. Their 
conservative estimate for private use is that 
the Firet Congressional District will give 
a Republican majority of 5,000, Second 1,u00, 

Third 3.000, and Fourth 2,00v. 

The Popocratic State committee claims 
the State by 5,000 and every Congressional 
district except the First, where Donner’s 
election is virtually conceded. Except in 
the First District the Populists have in- 
dorsed the Popocratic Congressional nomi- 
nees. Popocrats claim that there is abso- 
lutely no doubt of the defeat of Alston G. 
Dayton, W. L. Wilson’s successor, and Re- 
publicans are very modest in their claims as 
to his district. 

Betting men offer $1,000 to $800 that Mc- 
Kinley will carry the State, with no takers. 
Popocrats are making a still hunt, and

publican Electors and the entire State ticket. 

Gold Democrats will support the Popo- 
cratic State ticket. which will cffset the 
Populist vote for Bryan. Four years ago 
the Populists polled 4,166 votes in the State. 
The Prohibition vote will go largely to 
Bryan. The vote in 1892 was 2,145. 

Popocrats have been unable to effect 
fusion with Populists on the State ticket. 
Fitzgerald, the Populist candidate for Gov- 
ernor, has withdrawn ‘in favor of Watts, 
Popocrat, but the Populist committee re- 
fuses to place Watts on the ticket, and the 
Populist vote will probably go largeiy to 
Atkinson, Republican. 


DELAWARE’S MAJORITY TO BE 2,000. 


Republicans Are Sure of Electors and 
Congressman. 

Wilmington, Del., Oct. 25.—{Special.]— 
There is now not the slightest doubt that 
the State of Delaware will give her three 
votes to McKinley. The regular free silver 
Popocratic organization is practically de- 
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by the unprecedented majority of 2,000 or 
over. 

The Republicans will also elect their Gon- 
gressman by at least 1,500 majority. At 
present -there are two Republican candi- 
dates for Congress in the field. They are 
Congressman J. 8. Willis, present member, 
and Robert G. Houston. Willis is the candi- 
date of the Union Republicans, while Hous- 
ton is the nominee of the Higgins or regular 
Republicans. Willis is very strong in the 
State and will probably poll all but 500 of the 
total Republican vote. The gold standard 
Democrats are not a unit for young Tom 
Bayard, their candidate for Congress, and it 
is believed that Willis will get at east 300 
Democratic votes. 

On the State ticket the Republicans havea 
big factional fight, which will probably re- 
sult in Tunnell’s election. Ebe W. Tunnell 
was the candidate of the Democrats for 
Governor two years ago, but was defeated 
by Marvil. The Higgins Republicans don’t 
want to see John Henry Hoffecker, the can- 
didate for Governor of the Union Repub- 
licans, in the Gubernatorial chair, because 
he is an Addicks man, and to evidence their 
opposition they have placed John C. Higgins 
in the field against him. 

The Republicans are divided on their Leg- 
islative ticket and indications now point t» 
the Popocrats electing a majority of their 
candidates to the Legislature. 


MARYLAND IS SAFELY REPUBLICAN. 


Majority for McKinley and Hobart Is 
Estimated at 11,000. 

Baltimore, Md., Oct. 25.—[{Special.]—Eleven 
thousand plurality for McKinley are the lat- 
est figures given out by the Republican man- 
agers. This estimate is based upon the poll 
of the counties and Baltimore City made 
since the completion of the new registration. 
William T. Henderson, the statistician of 
the State committee, says the estimates 
show that McKinley’s plurality in Baltimore 
City will be 8,000 and in the counties 3,000. 
Chairman Wellington of the Republican 
committee believes that the plurality for 
McKinley may reach 20,000. 

The Popocrats will give out no figures, but 
Senator Gorman and Chairman Talbott of 
their State committee say that Bryan will 
carry the State by a good majority. 

Chairman Wellington expresses the opin- 
ion that Mr. Gorman does not really believe 
there is any chance for Bryan in Maryland, 
and that the Popocrats are only making a 
bluff at supporting the free silver ticket in 
order to keep together the regular party or- 
ganization. 

The Popocrats say they expect to carry 
four out of the six Congressional districts, 
but the indications are.that these figures 
will be reversed in favor of the Republicans. 
It seems certain that the Republican candi- 
dates in the Second, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth 
Districts will be elected, and that the Re 
publicans have more than a fighting chance 
in the First and Third. 

Congressman Miles, the silver candidate 
in the First District, has been forced to give 
up his personal canvass on account of ill-

The Populist vote in Maryland is not over 
4,000 or 5,000, and they will support the Chi- 
cago ticket.

He received a European education, and on 
the death of his father succeedéd to the lead- 
ership of'the great banking and mercantile 
concern of David Sassoon & Co., founded by 
his father.

In 1873 
the Queen conferred the fHonor of 
Knighthoé@ on Sir Albert, and in 
November of the game year the Corporation 
of London presented him with the freedom 
of the city.

Great Festivities at Albi at the New Co- 
operative Plant.

SAFE OF J. BREDIN & CO. PROVES 
EASY FOR CRACKSMEN, 


Head of the Firm Sleeps Over His 
Store Unconscious of the Work 
Being Done—Drills and Punches 
Open Up the Treasure Sought by 
the Intruders, No Trace of Whom Is 
Found—Police Think a Duplicate 
Key Was Used, :

Cracksmen, with the deft hands of experts, 
entered the wholesale and retail grocery and 
provision store of J. Bredin & Co., Nos. 615 
and 619 West Sixty-third street, early yes- 
terday morning, and boring the safe secured 
its contents of money and paper amounting 
to $3,300. 

The job involved shrewd, careful planning, 
and was so skillfully executed that Inspector 
Hunt is forced to confess that exceedingly 
clever criminals are at work in his district. 

No clew was left behind to help the detect- 
ives run down the burglars, but suspicion is 
directed to strangers who have been about 
the store of late and who, unbidden, recently

suspicion to them. . Mr. Bredin says his 
clerks are all men of more than two years’ 
service, and some of them have been con- 
nected with the store since its opening ten 
years ago.

entered the office of the store during business 
hours on the pretext of using the telephone. 

Owing to the secluded location of the safe 
the cracksmen worked without danger of be- 
ing seen from the .streety Entrance was 
gained to the main storeroom by boring a 
hele through the panel of a heavy pine dour 
just over the bolt.’ The job at the safe was 
done by boring wholly so that no noise 
reached the bedroom of the proprietor, which 
is immediately above the office and: con- 
nected by a small chute. 

It is believed the crackmen entered the 
rear of the establishment, which is a big 
storeroom and barn combined, during the 
rush of Saturday night's business, secreted 
themselves among: the. barrels and, boxes, 
and waited until the early morning to begin 
business. 

Store-Hoom Door Is Easy. 

It did not seem to be a difficult job to bore 
the door admitting them to the storeroom. 
The door to the office was within reaching dis- 
tance of this entrance, and it was not locked. 
lhe safe was of an old pattern and of simple 
construction, so that a skilled man with 
drills found it necezsary to make but one 
boring. There was no inner resistance door. 

It is further supposed the operatives 
passed through the front door, locking it 
after them in quitting the place. To fit this 
theory the detectives build another, some- 
what elaborate, which involves making a 
false key from a wax impression of the real 
key. Ordinarily this key hangs beside the 
telephone in the office, and was there at the 
time of the robbery.” This theory is thought 
to be necessary with the present light upon 
the case to get the cracksmen and their 
booty out ofthe place. Thisis because care- 
ful search showed every door, window, and 
air hole leading to iiberty in store, cellar, 
and barn well iocked, barred, or fastened in 
such a way that no one could have passed 
out and then fastened up the place of exit 
after him. 

Detective wisdom is responsible for the 
wax impression theory, but Inspector Hunt 
is not saying anything upon this phase of 
the story. He thinks it is sufficient that the 
men got into the office from the back way 
and secured the booty, and, instead of fig- 
uring how they got away, he is ruffling his 
brow trying to guess who they might be and 
how he can catch them. He is conning a 
list of the employés of the store and asking 
questions about strange people who have 
been around the grocery. 

Late Closing Saturday Night. 


Saturday was a rush night at J. Bredin 
& Co.’s. The last of the eight delivery 
wagons run by the store did not get in for 
the night until 12 o’clock. It was 11:30 
before the first installment of the thirty 
clerks was dismissed, and it was after mid- 
night when Mr. Bredin followed the last 
group of them from the office to the front 
door, said good night, and turned the key 
in the door. 

As the day’s accounts and cash had to 
be looked after, the proprietor returned to 
the office and spent an hour at the task 
‘with the cashier, William Renshaw. It was 
after 1 o’clock when the pair quitted the 
store. Mr. Bredin did not go to bed for 
another hour, upon going to his flat up- 
stairs. So he thinks the\robbers did not 
crawl out of their barrels\in the big shed 
until some time near 3 o’clock. 

How long it took them to get $1,300 in 
cash and $2,000 in paper, which may or 
may not be valuable to them, is the part of 
the story not told. ; 

Mr. Bredin entered the store yesterday 
morning after breakfast to turn out the 
five gas jets which burn nightly. He noticed 
there were but four burning. The office 
light was out. The discovery made an im- 
pression upon him, but at that moment he 
went to the rear of the premises to let a 
Griver in from the alley, and, forgetting the 
light, he returned up-stairs without investi- 
gating. 

First Alarm Is Given. 

About 10 o'clock one of the stablemen 
rushed up to the proprietor’s flat and asked: 
““Did you know the door by the office is 
bored through ?”’ 

The groceryman remembered at once the 
extinguished light, and while going down 
to investigate had a vision of safeblowers, 
an office upheaval, and everything littered 
up with tools and papers, and an empty 
money box. 

His apprehension proved true in the main. 

The little safe in the corner stood open. 
Its tin box was looted, and a cheap assort- 
ment of rusty tools on floor and desk filled 
out the story. But there was no disorder 
beyond that. The desk drawers and letter 
files had not been disturbed, there were no 
papers spread around, and it was evident 
the cracksmen had confined their atientions 
to the safe and then quit. That also spoke 
for their superior sense and training in the 
burglar’s craft, for there was not a penny 
anywhere else in the store outside of the lit- 
tle, squatty safe. ; 

A single hole had been madé four inches to 
the left of the combination, and, after pene- 
trating six inches of steel and filling, a punch 
was forced through and the lever holding 
the lockers was broken. A hard-tempered 
piece of steel with a strong thread was used 
as a punch, and it was leftinthehole. This 
protruded an inch through the door, and was 
bent to fit the drill-hole, which had a slight 
angle in it. The lever on the inside had been 
cut almost in two by the drill, and had been 
broken off without trouble.

Out of the empty treasure box had been 
taken $1,300 in money, a deposit book hold-

around the key. It is certain they had earli- 
er made their way to the office, and saw the 
open safe, for they knew all about it and the 
exact spot where the bolt was.on the back 
door. As there seems to be absolutely no 
place for them to have gotten out after 
the building was locked up for the night 
without leaving the place open I am con- 
viriced they had a key, and after their work 
passed out by the front door.” 

“IT ought not to have put up with such an 
out-of-date safe,” said Mr. Bradin last 
night, “‘ but I secured it years ago, before I 
had built the present store building, and it 
wlways seemed like a lot of trouble to think 
of movig in a better one. I do not expect 
to get. back. my property, yet Iam not com- 
plaining. The quality of the work done con- 
vineces me the cracksmen were experienced, 
and probably the sort of men who do less 
damage when allowed to get away without 
being detected. If I had heard them at work 
I should have gone down to the office, 
and maybe that would have been worse,for 
me than losing money.”

FIRE IN THE WASHINGTON MILLS, 


General Alarm Is Sounded at Law- 
rence, Mass., and the Flames Are 
Not Under Centrol., 


Lawrence, Mass., Oct. 25.—Fire was dis- 
covered in the wool drying-room of the 
Washington Mills at 11:40 tonight by John 
McDonough. -A general alarm was given. 

At 12:30 the flames had penetrated Mill 
No. 4 and were working toward the top. 
At 12:45 the flames had reached the third 
story and the fire was not then under con- 
trol. The blaze was attacked from four 
points, below in the boiler room, from Mill 
No. 2, from the roof ofathe drying-room, and 
also from the main all 

Every steamer but two reserves are now 
playing on the flames and seventeen streams 
are now on. 

Saginaw, Mich., Oct. 25.—Fire broke out 
early this evening in the lumber piles on the 
Mill Plant premises of the Center Lumber 
company at Zilwaukee, six miles down the 
river. About 8,000,000 feet of lumber was 
destroyed. Only some small buildings were 
burned. The fire departments of Saginaw 
and Bay City assisted im fighting the flames. 
The loss will approximate $150,000, and is 
understood to be fairly covered by insur- 
ance. 

Galveston, Tex., Oct. 25.—[{Special.]—A 
large brick warehouse containing 3,500 bales 
of cotton was totally destroyed by fire early 
this morning. Twenty-five per cent of the 
cotton was saved in a damaged condition. 
Loss on building, $25,000; on cotton, $115,- 
000; insurance, $160,000. 


KENTUCKY'S TOLL GATE CRUSADE ON. 


More Property Destroyed on the Turn- 
pikes and Owners Are Begin- 
ning to Arm Themselves. 


Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—Mobs 
destroyed the toll gates on the Louisvills 
and Lawrence turnpikes last night. The 
work was done by a band of free turnpike 
agitators, who had already destroyed a 
number of gates on other roads in the 
county. 

Those destroyed last night were on the 
only roads in the county which are on a 
paying basis, both of them being among 
the most valuable turnpike property in the 
State. The raiders sent the turnpike direct- 
ors letters of warning that unless the gates 
were taken down by noon yesterday they 
would visit them and pull them down. This 
went unheeded and no effort was made by 
the directors to combat the assault on their 
property. 

One of thé gates destroyed is within a 
mile of the city limits, while the others are 
between here and Hardinsville, a distance 
of nine miles. The keepers of other toll 
gates in the county are expecting to be 
raided and in consequence are arming 
themselves. , 

The mobs last night were composed of 
about forty men each. They left notices 
saying that if the gates were replaced they 
would return and dynamite the tollkeepers’ 
houses. No effort is being made to appre- 
hend those engaged in the lawlessness. 


WHOLESALE DEMAND FOR  WIYES. 


Miners of British Columbia Seek to 
Bring About an Influx of Mar- 
riageable Girls. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
Mining camps of Trail Creek and Boundary 
Creek, British Columbia, where there are 
ten men to cne woman, want wives. 

Steady work and good pay, with the fact 
that British Columbia laws frown severely 
on gambling and drinking, have made the 
miners prosperous. | 

The question of getting wives was raised 
recentiy as a joke, but the outcome has been 
to thoroughly advertise the fact that a 
large number of marriageable girls can find 
good husbands by emigrating to the mining 
districts of British Columbia. 

J. G. Devlin, a prominent miner who went 
recently to Toronto and Montreal to sell 
mining properties, discussed the matter free- 
ly in tnose cities and got the newspapers to 
discussing it. 

He told the Canadians that if they would 
send 1,500 nice girls out to Rossland alone 
every oue would get a good husband. Re- 
ports show that already the girls are taking 
up the matter seriously. The miners are 
willing, and the first lot of would-be wives 
will be arranged for this spring. 


ROBBED AND PUT IN AN ICEBOX, 


Saloonkeeper Daniel Riordan Relieved 
of $37 by Four Bandits, Who 
Make Their Escape. 


Four men entered the saloon of Daniel 
Riordan, No. 1832 Wabash avenue, at mid- 
night on Saturday night, and, covering the 
proprietor with revolvers, took $7 from the 
cash register and $30 from his trousers 
pocket. 

One stationed himself at the door to guard 
against a surprise, while the other three 
stood at the bar.

In case 
there are but two candidates, -Perkins anda 
fusion candidate, the Republicans hope to 
draw enough Democratic votes to pull Per- 
kins through. 

Colorado. 


All parties, with the exception of the gold 
Republicans, are pledged to return Teller. 
But all factions are accusing one another of 
treachery and an ulterior purpose of “ turn- 
ing down” the Senator. The popular feel- 
ing, however, has been worked to such a 
high pitch that it does not seem possible for 
any one to vote for another beside Teller. 

Connecticut. 


The Republicans will control both branches 
of the State Legislature, which convenes 
It is practically agreed they 
are to reélect United States Senator Orville 
H. Platt. 

Florida. 


Senator Call’s term expires March 4, 1897, 
and his successor will be named by the Leg- 
islature chosen at the recent State election 
on Oct. 6 The new Legislature is over- 
whelmingly Democratic. Call is a candidate 
for reélection, but the Flagler and Duval in- 
terests are opposed to him. Free silverites 
claim, however, that even if Call is defeated 
he will be succeeded by just as pronounced 
a silver man.

LULKOWSKI BARS GOING TO HOSPITAL 


Rescued, Dying from Suffocation, from 
a Fire, He Revives in Patrol Wagon, 
and Insists on Turning Back. 


Flames routed. the family of W. J. 
Whleklinski, baker, No. 475 Elston avenue, 
early yesterday morning and nearly caused 
the death of Julius Lulkowski from suffoca- 
tion. 

Lulkowski was unconscious when rescued, 
but recovered his senses on the way to the 
hospital and strenuously refused to be taken 
there, so he was finally carried back to the 
police station, little the worse for his ex- 
perience, The property damage by fire was 


The building i¢ a three-story structure, 
occupied entirely by Wleklinski’s family 
and employés. The second and third floors 
are used as living apartments, while in the 
first floor and basement is conducted the 
bakery. The flames broke out in the lower 
portion of the building from an overheated 
oven and spread with such rapidity that the 
workmen had barely time to escape to the 
open alr. 

One of the bakers roused the members of 
Whleklinski’s family from sleep, while an- 
other turned in an alarm of fire. When the 
department arrived the proprietor, his wife, 
and three children in scant attire stood shiv- 
ering on the sidewalk. The fire had already 
eaten through the floor between the base- 
ment and store and the whole building was 
filled with smoke. 

In recounting the number of his employés 
Wleklinski found Julius Lulkowski missing. 
He slept in a rear portion of the lower floor. 
The firemen pluckily made their way through 
the dense smoke and found Lulkowski un- 
conscious in his bed. He was carried into 
the open air, but immediate efforts to revive 
him proved futile. He was placed in the 
Rawson street police wagon and started on 
the way to the hospital. 

Before reaching the hospital Lulkowski 
surprised the policemen in charge of the 
patrol wagon by returning to consciousness, 
He declared he felt no ill effects from his 
temporary suffocation and refused to go to 
the hospital. The police had no alternative 
except to return the man to the Rawson 
Street Police Station, where he was made 
comfortable and provided with such medical 
administration as the police could give.

The occasion for their interest Jay in the 
fact that a new device for lifting draw- 
bridges, invented by Assistant City En- 
gineer J. E. Roemheld, was being tested. 
This device, as explained in THE TRIBUNE 
yesterday, consists of a set of wedges made 
in sections. It was proposed by arranging 
the wedges properly to let the bridge lift it- 
self—that is, be lifted by its own turning. 

The experiment proved an entire success, 
There were eighty of the old casters to be 
removed, they having been worn until two 
inches less in diameter than they should be. 
The old system would have required thatthe 
bridge be lifted on jackscrews, so that all 
the casters could be taken out at the same 
time and the new ones put in their places. 

By the new method the work was greatly 
simplified and shortened. The casters were 
so close together that it was impossible to 
place between them a wedge long enough to 
reach the required height at its thicker end 
unless the angle of the incline should be too 
great for the power of the bridge engine. | 
To overcome this difficulty, applying the 
principle of the inclined plane, Mr. Roem- 
held made his wedges in sections. Those 
used yesterday were in four parts, each 
about eighteen inches in length. 

The thinner sections of wedges were placed 
first in front of six of the old casters, sep- 
arated at such intervals as to distribute the 
weight of the structure in the right propor- 
tion. Then the bridge was made to revolve, 
the six casters rose on the wedges and lifted 
the bridge free from the remainder of the 
old casters. When these had been taken 
away there was room for laying the remain- 
ing sections of the wedges one after an- 
other, until the elevation of the bridge was 
sufficient to allow the placing of the new 
casters. 

When all the new casters had been placed 
for which there was room the next move 
was to lower the bridge so that its weight 
would rest on the new rollers, relieving the 
six old ones that had done extra service so 
that they might be removed. 

All this took time, and a crew of twenty 
men, under the supervision of Mr. Roemheld, 
worked through the daylight hours in chang- 
ing the casters. Under the old system of 
work it is estimated that the change could 
not have been effected in less than three 
days, and it would have required the erec- 
tion of timber false work to accomplish it. 
In the work of yesterday not a stick of tim- 
ber was Used.

MYSTERY OF A CHICAGOAN’S DISAP-

which he had been employed for six years. 

From the time he left his home he was 
not seen by any of. his friends, He did not 
appear for the parade and his wife, who 
was then visiting with friends in Brooklyn, 
was notified of her husband's disappear- 
ance., When she arrived in Chicago she re- 
ported the matter at police headquarters, 
and Detectives Kelly and Kessleberg wére 
detailed to search for the missing man. 

Foul play was suspected by relatives, as 
it was known Dalton had something over 
$100 in his possession when he left home. 
The police now scout that theory, inasmuch 
as $27.38 was found in the pockets when the 

Was recovered, and his watch and 
chain remained untouched. Neither were 
there any marks of violence on the body. 
The are inclined to believe Dalton com- 
mitted suicide. — 

‘Mrs. Dalton is now living with her mother 
at No. 811 Jackson boulevard. She will not 
accept the theory of suicide, as she can as- 
sign no cause for such an act on the part 
of her husband,

REPORT ON THE SEALING QUESTION. 


Return of the Commission with Facts 
Bearing on the Industry—Agree- 
ment as te Depleticn, 


Washington, D. C., Oct, 25.—The commis- 
sion which was appointed by direction of 
Congress to visit the seal islands and make 
a scientific inquiry into the condition of the 
seal herds of the North Pacific and Bering 
Sea has returned to this country, and its re- 
port is now nearly complete, awaiting only 
some figures showing the catch of pelagic 
sealers this last Season. 

The United States Commissioners, Messrs. 
Jordan, Lucas, and Stejeneger, were accom- 
panied by a British commission composed 
of Messrs. D’Arcy, Thompson, and Maccoun, 
but while these gentlemen pursued their in- 
quiries in company and frequently compared 
notes the two commissions. will make inde- 
pendent reports to their respective govern- 
ments and there can be no joint action. 

On one point of the utmost importance the 
United States and British Commissioners 
appear to be In agreement. Without refer- 
ence to the causes which have brought the 
seal herds to their present alarmingly de- 
pleted condition, the further operations of 
pelagic sealers will prove disastrous and 
threaten the extermination of the seals. 

This is a most important concession on the 


bury’s contention has been that the seal 
pirates inflicted little or no damage upon the 
herds compared With the losses sustained 
through the annual killing of seals on the 
Pribyloy Islands by the North American Seal. 
company. It is true the Canadian and Brit- 
ish experts were inclined to the belief that 
the present condition of the herds was ina 
large measure chargeable to the operations 
of the seal company in 1889 and prior years, 
when they were permitted to killas many’as 
100,000 seals annually on the islands. — F 

As the commissions will report independ- 
ently the nature of the remedy to be recom- 
mended cannot be known yet. The Ameri- 
can Commissioners would favor a total sus- 
pension of pelagic sealing if possible, and 
while it is hardly probable that the British 
would be willing to concede this much, it is 
believed that they may be disposed to rec- 
ommend further restrictions upon . pelagic 
sealing, either by extending the boundaries 
of the closed zone, iengthening the close sea- 
son, or both, perhaps. 


The commissions visited the Russian Com- 
mander Islands as well as the Japanese 
Islands in the pursuit of their inquiry. 

A Russian representative is already in the 
United States to follow up the matter, and 
with the active cojperation of these govern- 
ments in our interest it is hoped that the 
British wil be disposed to consent to further 
restrictive measures, particularly as the 
time is now ripe owing to the failure of the 
pelagic sealers to make paying catches the 
last summer,

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SEEK TO EVADE RULES. 


FOOTBALL TEAMS TO ACCOUNT. 


Boeviews the Situation in Regard to the 
Observance of the Regulations 
Adopted at theMeeting of the Facul- 
ty Committees Last February—Gen- 
eral Improvement Shown in Regard 
te Preserving the Amateur Stand- 
ing of College Athletics. ) 


It is not often that one university’calls its 
e@ssociates in the college world to account 
for not observing the rules of amateur sport 
fn their strictest semse. The general in- 
Zerence is that each institution seeks to 
‘give the rules the broadest passible construc- 
tion. The University of lllinois puts itself 
on record in the lastsissue of its official 
ergan, the lilini, and calls other Western 


_niversities to account for failing to ob- 


gerve the letter of the law as passed by 
the Western college faculty representatives 
Jast February. The review of the situation 

nd the comments on the attitude of the 
@ifferent faculties were prepared under the 
girection of Dr. David Kinley, Dean of the 
College of Literature and Arts, who has 
grritten the different institutions in regard 
fo their construction of the rules, and the 
review is based on the correspondence and 
reports printed in the daily newspapers. In 
part it is as follows: 

The footbali situation in the West has be- 
geome a complicated one in the endeavor of 
gzome institutions to live up to the rules 
adopted at the conference of the faculty rep- 
resentatives on Feb. 8, 1896, and the equally 
etrong efforts of other institutions to evade 
ghese rules by hook or crook. 


Three Important Rules. 

The important rules of the Intercollegiate 
‘Athletic Conference are one, two, and four. 
(hese, and especially the first, are the ones 
eliminating all undesirable men and con- 
fining the membership of the athletic teams 
fo pure amateurs and bona-fide students, 
who take part in athletics solely for the 
benefit and pleasure to be derived therefrom. 
The action of the different faculties on these 
gules will be interesting in this connection. 

Wisconsin made practically no changes 
@n the rules excepting to cut out the time 
limits in rule 4. Since the adoption of the 
rul however, she has gotten herself into 
b peculiar predicament. As is shown 
by reports from Madison it would seem thas‘ 
while the faculty and the general student 

are in favor of living up to the rules, 
the President and the Executive committee 
of the Board of Regents have seen fit to op- 
pose such action. 

Minnesota, adopted the rules without 
@emendation, and in a recent letter Chair- 
man MacMillan says: ‘“ Here we are rigidly 
enforcing the conference rules and intend 
fo continue.” This is notwithstanding the 
statement made soon after the conference 
by the Secretary of their athletic committee: 
“*I doubt whether we shall be able to stick 
to this if Chicago and Michigan refuse to 
mdopt the stringent clauses.”’ 

Purdue adopted the rules without change. 
Waldo bearing the date 
of 20 says: “‘I may say that we are 
living up to the rules to the best of our 
knowledge and belief, and that we have no 
Sntention of doing anything else.” 


Northwestern Is Repentant.

Attitude of Faculties. 


ef the faculty attitude in the inter-collegiate 
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faculty sentiment to be of a much 
order than their rules the outlook 
there would be altogether unsatsfactory. 


Purdue in Line. 


The Purdue faculty think they have the 
most stringent rules of any university in the 
circuit, and are very decidedly in favor of 
maintaining a h standard. They need a 
little quickening along certain lines, as, for 
example, the countenancing of men from the 
regularly employed instructional force to 
hold'‘a life tenure, or any tenure, on the uni- 
versity team. However, we have reason to 
believe they will observe both the spirit and 
letter of the law after December. 

As for the University of Illinois, it not only 
occupies ¢he somewhat lonesome position of 
advocating the entire list of rules proposed, 
but adds another, limiting the period of mem- 
bership to:four years. 

On the whole, hOwever, the situation is not 
altogether discouraging. Compared with 
two or three years ago a substantial advance 
certainly has been made. What is wanted 
more than anything else is for the more 
wholesome sentiment which we believe to 
exist in the Michigan, Wisconsin, and Chi- 
cago faculties to shake itself a little and get 
to the surface. We believe that this will be 
done, and that the less fi t difficulties 
ig the other institutions wilF at no distant 
day, be settled. 

We give here a list of the players of various 
teams. who would be ruled out if the inter- 
collegiaté rules were strictly enforced. To 
be sure, each institution named is observing 
its “‘own rules.”’ But the hollow pretense 
of uprightness in the phrase is its con- 
demnation. If every man made his “own 
rules * of honorable conduct when he found 
those prescribed By public opinion too strict 
for him cheating, stealing, and lying in the 
ordinary walks of life doubtless would be- 
come as rare as they are now in—well, In 
some great educational institutions we might 
name in regard to athletic purity. 


Is an Old Offender. 


University of Chicago—Fred D. Nichols. 
Mr. Nichols’ connection with University of 
Chicago athletics resembles what we have 
read of the old-time position of certain East- 
ern players who grew gray playing baseball 
many years ago. He 
there since the institution opened. He will 
probably be there when Macaulay’s New- 
Zealander stands on the ruins of Lond 
bridge and views the wreck of modern civili- 
zation. No one can believe Mr. Nichols is 
an amateur or that his presence on the Chi- 
cago teams is other than a detriment to the 
ethics of sportsmanship. 

Firth. Mr. Firth was a member of Buck- 
nell College team last year. He may have 
gone to Chicago of his own volition and -with- 
out promise of compensation. We are will- 
ing to believe that he did so, but even if it 
be true the non-observance of the “ six 
months’ " rule casts a shadow on his case. 

The same is true of Kennedy and Johnson, 
the former. of whom comes from an Iowa 
college and the latter from Amherst. The 
same remarks apply to ‘Kavanaugh also, a 
heavy man, who played guard at Racine 
College last year. 

Leffingwell. The case of Mr. Leffingwell 
is more flagrant. He is an old Tririty play- 
er, who has taught at St. Albans. 

Case of Karel and Richards. 

Wisconsin—Karel. Mr. Karel was gradu- 
ated at the law school at Madison in 1895. 
He took ‘* graduate work” last year. This 
year he is doubtless taking preparatory 
work! 

Both ‘Richards and Karel assert that they 
never received money for their services in 
coaching; but that they rendered that serv- 
ice to preparatory school about the State 
with the purpose of discovering promising 
material for the ‘varsity team. Is Lawrence 
University a preparatory school, as the foot- 
ball enthusiasts of Wisconsin would have 
the public believe? What has Lawrence 
University to say? 

Ryan: Mr. Ryan is now playing on the 
Wisconsin team. The Tribune of Oct. 3 re- 
cords him as a member of the Chicago Ath- 
letic Association team. 

Atkinson was a Beloit player last year; 
Anson played at Notre Dame last year, and 
Richa Fas been the coach of the Racine 
Athletic club. ‘‘ Men do not usually coach 
for less than doughnuts and coffee, to say 
the least.”’ 


YALE TEAM CLAIMS THE VICTORY. 


Referee’s Whistle Prevented Them 
from Downing the Indian. 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
Yale’s football eleven, scored against for 
the first time this year in yesterday’s game 
against the Carlisle Indians, arrived home 
today. None of the players was injured in 
New York except Capt. Murphy, who was 
obliged to retire the second half with a 
bruised shoulder. The injury proves to be 
only a bad bruise, but not a dislocation, as 
was feared at first. It is Murphy’s right 
shoulder, which was badly broken two years 
ago, and which never healed. Murphy 
played the season through with it in a spe- 
cially constructed harness, which he will 
don at once to protect the wound from fur- 
ther injury this year. He will not practice 
for two or three days. 

The Yale men feel sensitive over the sto- 
ries that they won yesterday’s game only 
through the referee’s decision, which de- 
prived the Indians of a touchdown. One of 
the eleven said in discussing the incident: 

** Yale’s players made no attempt to catch 
the Indian who had the ball running for 
the disputed touchdown because they heard 
the referee’s' whistle for a down. The In- 
dian would have been easily pulled down 
before he reached the goal posts had no: 
we heard the referee’s whistle ordering him 
back.”’ 

All the Yale men assert that aside from 
Princeton the Indians are the doughtiest 
antagonists they have faced in two years. 
They think, however, had they not been 
obliged to play five substitutes in the posi- 
tions of Benjamin, Fink, Chamberlain, Hin- 
key, and Connor they would have run up a 
bigger score. 

Yale sports made considerable money yes- 
terday by backing Lafayette to either tie 
Pennsylvania or win. Ex-Capt. Thorne of 
Yale, who was here all last week, gave them 
a straight tip and they coined money from 
it. Had Thorne played Yale men think La- 
fayette would have scored twenty points 
against the erratic Quakers.

HOLDS TO THE SIX MONTHS’ 


Minnesota-Wisconsin Game Canceled 
Unless the Latter Observes It. 

Madison, Wis., Oct. 25.—[{Specidl.]—Wis- 
consin football enthusiasts are somewhat 
curious at present as to the outcome of the 
controversy about the game with Minnesota 
which ts scheGculed to be played at Madison 
Nov. 21. The date was arranged after con- 
siderable wrangling over terms, in which 
Minnesota did not make the most favorable 
showing. 

Finally arrangements satisfactory to both 
sides were made, and no hitch in affairs ap- 
peared until yesterday, when a letter was 
received from Minnesota’s Faculty Athletic 
Council saying that unless Wisconsin abided 
by the faculty provision barring players 
from other colleges until after six months’ 
enrollment-in the university the game would 
have to be canceled. 

. This is the rule which Wisconsin's regents 
lately held was not yet in force, not having 
been acted upon by that body. The Minne- 
sota faculty said in their letter that they had 
a similar tegulation, which would be en- 


| forced in the game with Wisconsin. 


Minnesota would suffer practically no loss 
by such a rule, while Wisconsin would lose 
two of its best players. The outcome of the 
dispute is decidedly uncertain, though there 
is considerable doubt of the game being 
played. There is a possibility of a match 
with Ann Arbor tring | substituted, and an 
arrangement of this kind would be highly 
acceptable if Minnesota persists in its de- 


mand. 
GIVE PRINCETON THE FIRST PLACE. 


Eastern Experts Estimate the Strength 
of the Big Four. 

New York, Oct. 25.—{Special.J—The ex- 
perts present at the game Saturday who 
were willing to express any opinion on the 
relative merits of the four leaders put 
them in the order of Princeton, Harvard, 
Yale, and Pennsylvania. The outcome of 
the various games played on :that day 
would not seem to materially alter this ar- 
rangement. Princeton, under the guidance 
of half a dozen ex-players, has hit a steady 
pace of improvement, and each game showe 
their faulis disappearing. Capt. Cochran 
and his aids have evidently pretty thé@r- 
oughly decided on their team, the man to 
play center rush being apparently the on.y 
one -in doubt.

BEFORE ILLINOIS GAME. 


Blames Some ofthe Players for Ragged

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ing day as expected, because the second of 
the two strongest Western teams would not 
be present. Everywhere about the huge 
throng watching the unequal struggle the 
alumni and students of both Northwestern 
and Michigan Universities were heard to 
exclaim: 

‘What a pity Michigan is not going to 
play Northwestern this year. The managers 
of the two teams ought to get together and 
arrange a meeting at any sacrifice. It 
would probably be the decisive game of 
the Western championship.”’ 


Northwestern Refuses a Game. 


As a matter of facf, the Michigan and 
Northwestern football managers have “ got- 
ten together’”’ as fap®&as the telegraph and 
mail systems could get them. And the re- 
sult of their labors has been a flat failure 
to secure a game. How this came about is 
something of a story, and is rather against 
the football officials from the college which 
flaunts the purple. 

An effort has been made on the part of 
the Ann Arbor team, at least, to arrange 
& game. 

With a poor schedule during the first of 
the season, Michigan has been on the look- 
out for stiff, hard games. For several years 
past, in fact, it has been anxious td play any 
team that stood between it and the possi- 
ble championship of the West. 

Accordingly, when by a publication of 
Northweéstern’s dates it appeared that no 
game was scheduled for the wearers of the 
purple on Oct. 17, Michigan immediately 
opened negotiations for that date. 

On the morning of Oct. 13 Manager Ward 
Hughes of the Michigan team wired as fol- 
lows: 

Football Northwestern University 
Evanston, Ill.: Can you play here Oct. 17? will 
give big guarantee and privilege. Answer. 

Offer Is Liberal. 


This of course meant, the Michigan man- 
agement assert, that a sum plenty large 
enough to cover all expenses would be guar- 
anteed and that in addition Northwestern 
would be allowed a certain percentage of 
the gate receipts. No more definite cffer 
could pogesibly have been made at the begin- 
ning of negotiations, and certainly none 
more generous. 

The same day, in which this telegram was 
sent Manager Hughes received the following 
communication from Evanston: 

Manager Ward Hughes, University of Michigan: 
Suapastibhe to play you Saturday, l17th.: Game 
scheduled. Letter coming. Frank H. Haller 

This, of course, substantially ended all 
negotiations for a game. There was some 
correspondence, and some skirmishing, but 
no date could be arranged, because Oct. 31, 
Northwestern’s only open date, Michigan 
was scheduled to play Lehigh, and all ar- 
rangements had been perfected away back 
during the summer. 

At the opening of negotiations with North- 
western Michigan had arranged a game for 
Oct. 17 with Lake Forest, but expected by 
the expenditure of a little more money to 
get Lake Forest to change to some week 
day that should be eventually agreed upon. 
On the, other hand, Northwestern, on the 
date in question, Oct. 17, although it may 
have been negotiating for a game, finally 
remtained at home and played against the 
second eleven. 

Sentiment Among the Students. 


The feeling of the managers of both teams 
was not just the same as that of the stu- 
dents. At Ann Arbor the management had 
been criticised somewhat for not arranging 
more big home games during the early part 
of the season. Accordingly it was anxious 
to set itself aright by getting Northwestern 
to go to Ann Arbor. , 

At Evanston the feeling of the manage- 
ment seemed to be that enough big games 
had been arranged. Already four hard ones 
were before the team, two with Chicago 
University, one with the University of Illi- 
nois, and one with Wisconsin. ere were 
few substitutes to fall back upon, and the 
management disliked to take the chances of 
laying up its regular players. 

The question of the rightful owner of the 
title of Western champion is likely under 
present conditions to be left to the doubtful 
alternative of comparing scores. 

Five Are Undefeated. 


The results of Saturday’s football games 
leave five of the big Western teams unde- 
feated in the championship race. Chicago 
has dropped out and also Purdue, the latter 
having lost to Minnescta and Michigan. II- 
linois Northwestern, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and Minnesota are still.to meet their first 
defeat. 

On the showing made against the same 
team Wisconsin is stronger than Minnesota 
and Michigan and Minnesota are evenly 
matched. 

Grinnell was defeated at Minneapolis early 
in the season 12 to 0, but of course allow~ 
ances must be made for the Minnesota eleven 
being in better condition at the present time, 
Saturday Wisconsin, with a crippled eleven, 
defeated the lowa team 54 to 6, and if com- 
parative scores tell anything these are sig- 
nificant of the outcome of the game between 
these two teams. 

Minnesota defeated Purdue 14 to 0 and 
Michigan took-the Hoosiers into camp on 
Satu y to the tune of 16 to 0. 

What Illinois or Northwestern could do 
against these three teams is something of a 
problem until each has played more games. 
After the game with Chicago next Saturday 
neve fe tone a team can be rated more 
easily.

PROFIT IN THE BEES OF NEBRASKA, 


Make More Money for the State than 
Its Orators. 

New York Sun: Some of the finest honey in 
the United States comes, and is coming in 
larger volume every year, from Nebraska. 
Though only in its infancy, bee culture in 
Nebraska is getting each year more impor- 
taht, and in 1895 300,000 pounds of strained 
honey was marketed in Nebraska at the 
average price of 10 cents a pound. In Cali- 
fornia, first among the States in the product 
of honey, the number of beehives by the last 
computation of the Department of Agri- 
culture was 60,000, and the product amounted 
to 2,000,000 pounds of strained honey, 200,- 
000 pounds of comb honey, and 30,000 pounds 
of beeswax. California has nearly 15,000,000 
fruit trees, besides 200,000 acres of vineland; 
but Nebraska may, at the present rate of 
progress, overtake it, for with an area of 
less than half that of California it had, by 
the last agricultural census, 4,000,000 fruit 
trees, besides grapevines to the number of 
1,000,000 and fruit and flower nurseries cover- 
ing 20,000 acres. 

The claim is made by Nebraska horti- 
eculturists that the nectar in the trees, flow- 
ers, and clover lands of Nebraska gives a 
clearer, more staple, and more marketable 
honey than that of any other State, and this 
is coupled with the declaration that on every 
farm of the State where honey is not pro- 
duced from 300 to 500 pounds of nectar is an- 
nually wasted which might be saved if bees 
were kept. The cost of honey culture is 
nominal, the outlay being limited to the pur- 


particular interest at this time, because he 
has just been presented a new wheel himself, 
which he greatly enjoys riding, while put- 
ting it to good use so it benefits his health 
and gives him needed exercise.

that. In his sermon he defined again the 
faith that is in him. 

Every pew’ in the church was filled, and 
the ushers were compelled to place chairs 
in the aisies to accommodate the overflow.

epite of it attracted. a large number of 
visitors. 

Dr. Vrooman did not refer directly te his 
“expulsion. The sermon, he said, was not 
a new embodiment of his beliefs. He had 
- written it while at Oxford and it had first 
been delivered in London. The theme of 
the discourse was in John xvii., “* That they 
all may be one.” He said: = 

“It is the fashion nowadays to chatter 
about the transition process in which we 
live. It is by no means certain in which 
direction our upward progress is tending. 
It is certain, however, that the people of 
this century have approximated the divine 
method of reducing order out of chaos. 


Man Making Over the World. 

**Man has concluded that it is time for 
him to snatch the reins from a blindfolded 
chance and to drive his own chariot through 
the world. When such men as Prof. Sum- 
ner write articles to prove the folly of man 
trying to make the world over, they forget 
that man has been making the world over 
from the beginning. 

“ If things behave according to fixed laws, 
the way to change them is so that they will 
serve a higher rather than a lower purpose. 
Experience already has shown us that 
millenniums are made and not born. It has 
shown us that we are able to change our- 
selves and hold the future in our hands. 

“ Light and heat are but forms of energy. 
It is so in the spir{tual world. Eve.y pray- 
er, every impulse is a manifestation 
of that energy, which, reduced to its sim- 
plest terms, we call ‘ love.’ 

“The problem before the church of the 
twentieth century is how to transmute the 
primeval spiritual force of the world so 
that good may be accelerated. Spiritual 
. energy may be directed to a useful end or 
it may not. Those who do nothing but 
weep and pray over a sin-cursed world may 
love it as emotionally as any one, but that 
same world needs something besides senti- 
mentality. | 

“ The untransmuted religion of the church 
fis the great waste of Christendom, The 
amount of emotion developed in the prayer 

meetings of the world is sufficient to save 
._ it if properly directed. Christendom also 
is paved with good intentions. 

Religious Waste in Dissensions. 

“ The church is confronted by its own dis- 
sensions. The dissipation of spiritual enc?t- 
‘yy through useless controversy is one of the 
ways in which religion is wasted. [t might 
better be devoted to the redemption of the 
world. We have not yet reacted from the 
individualism of the Reformation. There is 
no place in ithe ‘world where there is such 
er of energy as in the Christian 


urch., 

“ The thumbscrew has not been abolished. 
It only has been modified. 

** Modern thought demands a social creed 
based on individual Christian character. 
* We have worked and’worshipedin the cellar 
jong enough. We need to synthesize our 

individual beliefs. The more man puts his 
belief in line with reason as weil as with 
religion the better it will be for the world. 

“ No theological discussions are Lased on a 
creed that is based on human kindness. 
Such a creed can offer that which the world 
most needs. The world is on tne verge 
either of atheism or of unexampled faith. 
The day of sect is going by. The kingdom 
of heaven is at hand. It is the pulpit that 
is crying out, ‘ What must I do to be saved?’ 

“So much for the basis. We must have 
our creeds as long as we remain rational 
~ beings. Conformity of opinion is impossi- 
© ble. Without liberality of opinion there can 
4 be no progress. My belief is that our the- 
ology wiil take care of itse}f. The Christian 
order is not from creed to character, but 
from character to creed.’’

Bishop Fallows preached to a large audi- 
ence last evening at St. Paul’s Reformed 
Episcopal Church, taking for his theme, 
“ Honey Out of the Lion.” He said: 

“The lions in the pathway of man, like 
the one in the way which Samson met, 
call out his strength, his determination, 
his valorous blows. The best that 18 in him 
springs to activity by the very opposition 
he encounters. These oppositions, there- 
fore, are essential and beneficial factors in 
the constitution of man and of the universe. 
The sweet comes out of the bitter; good out 
of the evil. The great tragedies of the 
world are preliminary to its supreme tri- 
umphs.

“The lion of poverty has been met by 
earth’s noblest sons, and the swéetness and 
light of sero ag nee have been 
the herit of the world. 

“ The face of lowly birth with its dis- 
advantage has been overcome, and in the 
resultant power coming through the effort 
to rise men have passed by the monarchs of 
earth to scepters and thrones of enduring 
dominion. 

“Our Nation today is passing through a 
struggle we have not witnessed before since 
the struggle for its life and unity. Good 
men have been fearful of the outcome. 
Gloomy forebodings have.been uttered as 


‘to the future of the country if certain meas- 


ures should carry by the election of certain 
men to the supreme positions im the republic. 
But it is only a necessary step in our national 
evolution. The education received by the 
people in numberless directions is worth all 
the money expended and the time devoted to 


the burning questions at issue; never be- 


fore in the world’s history has such an 
amount of literature been diffused and so 
eagerly read as in the present ‘campaigm 
It means the victory of righteousness and 
the maintenance of the position of pre- 
eminence of the American Nation among the 
peoples of the earth.” 


Principles which Money Cannot Buy. 

Dr. William White Wilson, rector of St. 
Mark's Episcopal Church, preached last 
evening on the subject, ‘“‘ Principles Which 
Money Cannot Buy.” In the course of his 
sermon he said: | 

“ There is a strong disposition in the hu- 
man mind to estimate all benefits at a finan- 
cial value. He who receives is »noved to 
calculate the price pf what he has obtained, 
and either through justice or\gratitude is 
inclined to compensate his dohor or bene- 
factor. They who confer benefits often look 
for rewards and measure their benefactions 
by the hope of returns. There are, how- 
ever, certain things above any measure of 
value. They are the principles of true char- 
acter which mark a man in his relations to 
God and his country. 

“The worst enemy of the country is the 
man who sells his vote and becomes an active 
supporter of political corruption. All ap- 
peals to intelligence and reason are futile 
if the practice of trafficking in votes pre- 
vails to any large extent. Election day is not 
a time to sell out principle for a paltry re- 
muneration, but a time to assert the noblest 
type of manhood to be found in any nation 
in the world. 

“‘A pure ballot is the first requisite to any 
reform or improvement. All citizens, there- 
fore, should be united and determined in 
preserving the right of suffrage in its integ- 
rity and purity. While men may not direct- 
ly sell their votes for. so much money, they 
may be influenced in voting by a base idea of 
what they may gain thereby. 

“It is not a time to receive money or 
goods, but to assert principle. True pros- 
perity will follow upon true and honest ac- 
tion. 


Blessing of a Pure Heart. 


At the Wabash Avenue Methodist Episco- 
pal Church yesterday morning the pastor, 
the Rev. G. K. Flack, took for his theme 
* The Blessing of a Pure}. -rt,’’ using for 
@ text these words: “‘ Blessed are the pure 
in heart, for they shall see God.”" He said: 

“ This text is the most comprehensive of 
all the other verses of the beatitudes, for it 
includes all the~characteristics and fully 
sets forth the truth tnat holiness and happi- 
ness are intimately and vitally connected. 
True religion consists in heart purity and 
a life in harmony with the conditions of the 
heart. It is not only a necessity but a priv- 
ilege that we have a pure heart. The condi- 
tion of the heart determines the conduct 
of the life. 

“Peter uses the word holy, or holiness. 
James calls it perfection. But each of these 
inspired writers had in mind the same iden- 
tical experience the Savior here declares 
is a blessing—a pure heart; a heart freed 
from all sin, both actual and inbred. 

‘A pure heart cannot be acquired through 
intellectual developments. Sin cannot be 
eradicated from the soul by any process of 
education or mental development. It does 
not begin with the head. It is difficult to 
grow in grace if the heart is not clean, but 
granting that it is possible it cannot be 
reached that way. 

“This blessing is from God through Jesus 
Christ. ‘ He is able to save to the uttermost 
all them that come unt? him through Christ.’ 
‘The blood of Jesus Christ, his son, cleans- 
eth us from all sin.’ ”’ , 


Thorns in the Soi! of the Soul. 


The Rev. Dr. P. H. Swift, pastor of the 
Englewood M. E. Church, preached to his 
people last evening on the theme, ‘‘ Thorns 
in the Field of Man’s Soul.’’

Finan¢e and Commerce Wait for the 


Verdict of the Voters—Enterprises 
Will Be Launched as Soon as Sound 
Money Is Assured—Bank Clearings 
for Chicago Make Favorable Com- 
parison with Those of Other Cities— 
Half of the Wheat Advance Lost. 


There is one more week of uncertainty for 
the business world before there will be a 
decisive verdict on the part of the jury of 
American voters in favor of sound money 
and prosperity. Already the verdict of the 
voters is being largely discounted and only 
the final counting of the ballots is needed 


to bring about an entire restoration of con-. 


fidence and with a consequent brightening 
of the business situation. In every line of 
business there ts being shown a confidénce 
in the result that is affecting business in- 
terests. No doubt is now expressed as to the 
final result. It is as nearly a foregone con- 
clusion as anything can. be that still has 


about it any of the elements of uncertainty. 


Business-men are now specitilating as to 
the immediate effect of McKinley’s election. 
There is no dotibt that large amounts of 
money are waiting only for the result to go 
again into circulation.: There. are a great 
number of enterprises, all of -the plans of 
which have been made, which wait only 
for the result before being carried into ex- 
ecution. Money will become more plentiful, 
but on the other hand the demand for it will 
increase and it is doubtful if low interest 
rates are shown for sometime. In all lines 
of business, but more particularly in the way 
of manufacturing, there has been almost 
complete stagnation for the last six months. 
Stocks of merchandise have gone down to 
the lowest point in years, and the minute 
merchants become convinced prosperous 
times are ahead there will be a concerted 
movement to buy manufactured articles 
which will start all kinds of factories into 
operation. This will cause both manu- 
facturers and merchants to be large borrow- 
ers of money. 


English Capital Seeking Investment. 


There is said to be a large number of rep- | 


resentatives of English capitalists in Amer- 
ica at the present time looking for opportuni- 
ties for profitable investment. A Chicago 
man who is close to London investors is 
authority for the statement there are not 
less than twenty-five big schemes on foot 
for the investment of English capital in 
Western enterprises. Chicago will get its 
share or more of this investment. This 
seems to be the Mecca for the capital of En- 
glish investors, and while some of the in- 
vestments of English capital in Chicago 
have not proven sufficiently remunerative 
the majority have proven safe and desirable. 

Importations of gold to the United States 
have continued heavy. During the week 
just ended there was shipped or engaged for 
shipment a total of more than $5,500,000 in 
gold, nearly all of which came from the 
Bank of England. This makes the total so 
far received in the United States since the 
tide turned in this direction $67,500,000. On 
one day of last week there was engaged for 
shipment $4,500,000. The effect of this was 
to cause the Bank of France to shut down 
entirely upon gold shipments and to cause 
the Bank of England to raise its discount 
rate from 3 to 4 per cent. This increase in 
the discount rate was significant,’ as it 
makes the discount rate higher than it has 
been at any time since September, 1893. On 


Sept. 12 of that year the rate was advanced 


from 3% to 4 per cent, remaining at the 
higher figure exactly one week. The rate 
was then put back to 3%, decreasing one- 
half point at a time until it reached 2 per 
It staid at that figure 
until the advance in September. 

There are a good many who believe the 
election of McKinley will result in exporta- 


tions of gold. They base this assumption 
upon the theory that the election of McKin- 


ley will do away with the gold premium 
and will also result in largely increased im- 
portations of articles of foreign manufact- 
ure. There is no doubt both these facts will 
follow a favorable result of the November 
election. There will be no longer any occa- 


sion for the payment of a premium upon 


gold and importations of merchandise must 
largely increase. The importations made 
during the last few months have been ex- 
ceptionally small. The result of this has 
been to create a favorable trade balance in 
favor of the United States. 


Imports Have Been Small. 


Americans have been too poor to indulge 
in luxuries, and that word covers the large 
percentage of the articles of foreign manu- 
facture which tend to increase the total of 
imports to the United States. Witha return 
of prosperity ‘there will cume a renewed de- 
mand for such articles as are produced in 
European countries. As an offset to this, 
however, there will be our heavy exporta- 
tions which, if anything, are likely to in- 
crease. The United States has wheat and 
other grain in abundance while Europe is 
having almost a famine. The exportations 
of grain are likely, therefore, to increase 
rather than to diminish, while meat products 
are not likely to show any falling off. 

The one thing which will tend more than 
anything else to preserve a balance in favor 
of the United States and thus prevent ex- 
portations of gold will be the investments 
of foreign capital in this country. Amer- 
ican stocks have not been in favor for some 
time, but there is»more demand for them 
now than there has been recently, and there 
is likely to be a continued demand. With 
large investments of foreign capital in Amer- 
ican securities conditions are not likely to 
arise which will result in gold exportations 
to any considerable amount. 

The local situation shows some improve- 
ment, though it has not been marked. In 
grain there has been exceeding activity, but 
in stocks and bonds there has been the sort of 
stagnation that has existed since the Chicago 
Stock. Exchange was closed Aug. 3. A day 
has now been set for the reopening of the 
exchange, and this is having the effect of 
strengthening all kinds of local securities. 
The exchange will open Nov. 5, two days 
after the election. Thereare still a good many 
trades in Diamond Match and New York Bis- 
cuit and in the Yerkes stocks which have not 
been settled. These are being settled, how- 
ever, as rapidly as possible and it is probable 
nearly all will be definitely disposed of before 
the day arrives for the opening of the ex- 
change. 

Chicago continues to make a good show- 
ing in the matter of clearings. For the week 
ending Thursday, according to Bradstreet, 
the clearings of the various cities of the 
country show a decrease of 9:3 per cent. 
Chicago's clearings showed a decrease of 2.9 


per cent, as compared with a decrease of 9.2 


per cent in New York. 
Most Wholesale Lines Firm.

REAL MEANING OF SIXTEEN TO ONE. 


How the Expression Is Interpreted by 
Some of the Voters Who Should 
Kuow Better. 


Some queer ideas about politics prevail in 
the country, and especially the questions of 
the present campaign. The expression ‘‘ 16 
to 1° is a sort of puzzle to some, and each 
one has his own interpretation. In travel- 
ing about the State, through the country 
towns, one hears ludicrous interpretations, 

One big, strapping fellow proclaimed his 
faith in the “16 to 1” side so loudly he was 
asked to define the expression ‘16 to 1.” 
He said every dollar (silver) would contain 
16 ounces of silver and 1 ounce of gold. That 
would make it more valuable than it is now, 
and more‘could be bought with it. He said 
he had read it in the paper. He was offered 
$1 in silver if he would produce the paper. 
He left in great haste, and was going to 
bring the paper right back; but he failed 
to return. 

Another chap said ‘16 to 1’’ meant every 
man, woman, and child would have $16 
where they had $1 now, and the government 
would give it to them on iemand. 

Still another man said ‘‘16 to 1” meant 
each dollar would contain sixteen ounces of 
silver. This would weigh over a pound, 

The term “free silver” is interpreted lit- 
erally by many. They expect the govern- 
ment will present them with “ silver’”’ 
money free—without money and without 
price, even without work—and on demand. 

Another man defines “16 to 1” in con- 
nection with “ free silver,’’ that every man, 
woman, and child will receive $16 as a free 
gift—$16 to each person,
